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REMARKS: 

Applicant has carefully considered the Office Action mailed December 30, 2004. 
Reconsideration of the application in view of this amendment in response thereto is respectfully 
requested. 

The drawings are objected to because portions of Fig. 5 were not labeled as "Prior Art." 
Portions of Fig. 5 have now been amended to include a "Prior Art" label. In addition, Fig, 7e has 
now been labeled "Fig. 7e" and new Figs. 9A-9F have been added to provide every feature of the 
invention specified in the claims as requested by the Examiner. A complete set of corrected 
replacement pages of drawings are enclosed herewith. Applicant urges that the replacement 
drawings add no new matter. 

The abstract has been shortened as requested by the Examiner. A clean copy of the 
revised abstract is enclosed herewith on a separate page. 

The Examiner objected to the priority claim to Provisional Patent Application No. 
60/418,141. The subject matter of that application is provided by applicant Mark Frei. 
Additional subject matter included in the present application is provided jointly by applicants 
Mark Frei and Ivan Osorio. Applicants submit that the reference to the prior provisional patent 
application is proper. 

The specification has been amended to remove the reference to the drawings as being part 
of the specification, to define "ITD" and "FWT", to remove inconsistencies between the Brief 
Description of the Drawings, the Detailed Description of the Preferred E mbodiments, and the 
drawings in the application in regard to Figs. 5-8 and components thereof. 

The reference on page 34 has been removed. 

Claims 1-18, 21 and 22 are objected to under 37 C.F.R. § 1.75(a) for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicant regards as the 
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invention as itemized by the Examiner in the Office Action. In response thereto, claims 1, 3, 5, 
8-10, 13, 16 and 21-22 have been amended accordingly and should now overcome the objection 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.75(a). 

Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claimed invention is 
allegedly directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 19 and 20 have been cancelled without 
prejudice or disclaimer. 

It is noted with appreciation that claims 1-18, 21 and 22 are allowed subject to 
appropriate correction of the 37 C.F.R. § 1.75(a) objections. Claims 1, 3, 5, 8-10, 13, 16 and 21- 
22 have been amended to overcome those 37 C.F.R. § 1.75(a) objections. Claims 2, 4, 6-7, 1 1- 
12, 14-15 and 17-18, although not amended, are dependent directly or indirectly from those 
amended claims and should now also overcome those 37 C.F.R. § 1.75(a) objections. 

Applicants submit that the Office Action has been fully responded to and that claims 1-18 
and 21-22 are now in condition for allowance.
